REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  FOR  1938. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  memorable  in  several  ways. 
First,  the  Committee  are  happy  to  record  that,  owing  to  various 
generous  gifts,  the  debt  on  the  new  Operating  Theatre  and 
Wards,  etc.,  has  now  been  entirely  cleared  off  ;  also  the  record 
number  of  459  In-patients  have  been  treated,  which  is  36  more 
than  in  any  period  of  the  history  of  the  Hospital. 

The  shadow  of  war  during  the  crisis  last  September  caused 
grave  concern  to  those  responsible  for  the  maintenance  and 
welfare  of  the  Hospital.  The  authorities  required  much  in¬ 
formation  regarding  accommodation  and  the  possibilities  of 
expansion,  etc.,  in  the  event  of  a  war,  and  plans  were  formulated 
for  the  evacuation  of  all  cases  able  to  be  moved  to  hospitals 
further  from  the  danger  zone.  It  also  became  necessary  to 
incur  considerable  expenditure  in  the  way  of  extra  medical  and 
other  stores,  and  a  quantity  of  food  reserves  had  to  be  laid  in 
in  case  of  emergency.  In  addition,  certain  preliminary  pre¬ 
cautions  had  to  be  taken  to  protect  the  buildings,  patients  and 
staff  against  possible  Air  Raids.  All  windows  are  now  provided 
with  dark  blinds,  and  the  fire  fighting  appliances  have  been 
heavily  augmented. 

Negotiations  are  still  proceeding  with  the  Government  and 
the  Local  Authorities  as  to  the  exact  status  of  the  Hospital  in 
case  of  a  state  of  emergency  arising.  Until  this  is  settled 
further  precautions  cannot  be  taken,  as  the  question  of  liability 
for  and  the  cost  of  any  such  work  has  yet  to  be  decided. 

The  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  specially  thanking 
many  kind  friends  who  answered  the  appeal  to  help  to  finance 
the  unforseen  expenditure  caused  by  the  crisis. 

Repairs  to  the  exterior  have  been  somewhat  heavy,  a  serious 
item  being  the  re-tiling  of  the  greater  part  of  the  roof  of  the 
Out-patient  department,  which  was  found  to  be  in  a  very  bad 
condition.  It  is  proposed,  as  has  been  done  in  the  past,  to  close 
the  hospital  for  a  period  of  about  3  or  4  weeks  during  the  summer 
so  that  the  whole  of  the  interior  may  be  re-painted  and  necessary 
repairs  effected.  This  method  has  been  found  to  be  more 
satisfactory  than  a  partial  closing  over  an  extended  period. 

MEDICAL. 

We  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  Dr.  Eric  Pritchard, 
Consulting  Physician  to  the  hospital.  The  medical  staff  wish 
to  express  their  grateful  appreciation  for  his  ready  help  and  the 
keen  enthusiasm  he  devoted  to  the  hospital  patients  whenever 
his  valued  opinion  was  sought. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Dr. 
A.  C.  Hampson  to  succeed  Dr.  Pritchard  as  Honorary  Consulting 
Physician. 


It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  his  medical  colleagues  and  the 
Committee  welcome  the  return  of  Dr.  J.  C.  Garland  after  a 
protracted  illness  ;  may  he  long  continue  in  restored  health. 

The  Committee  feel  they  are  indeed  fortunate  in  having  such 
a  distinguished  group  as  the  Hon.  Physician  and  Surgeons  and 
would  like  to  record  an  appreciation  of  their  services  so 
generously  given.  They  also  wish  to  thank  all  the  Doctors  on 
the  staff  for  the  large  amount  of  work  carried  on  by  them. 

It  may  be  as  well  to  remind  subscribers  that  all  the  Hon. 
Medical  Staff  are  voluntary  workers  and  a  great  debt  of 
gratitude  is  therefore  due  to  them  both  from  the  patients  and 
the  Committee.  The  Out-patient  work  is  especially  arduous 
and  the  Doctors  who  attend  to  this  duty  are  thanked  for  this 
additional  service  to  the  poor  of  the  district. 

As  previously  stated,  this  year  has  been  a  record  one  for  the

NURSING. 

Once  again  the  Committee  wish  to  acknowledge  the  valuable 
services  of  Matron  and  Sister  whose  ready  sympathy  and  under¬ 
standing  mean  so  much  to  the  patients  and  conduces  to  the 
general  well-being  of  the  staff.  Both  these  ladies  have  given  of 
their  best  for  some  twenty-five  years,  and  it  is  very  largely  due 
to  them,  and  to  the  very  able  Nursing  Staff  under  them,  that 
the  hospital  has  earned  the  reputation  it  now  enjoys. 

The  question  of  accommodation  for  the  Nursing  Staff  has 
exercised  the  minds  of  the  Committee  for  some  time.  It  is  now 
probable  that  new  legislation  regulating  the  hours  of  work, 
which,  no  doubt,  all  are  agreed  are  at  present  too  long,  wall  come 
into  force  in  the  near  future  ;  this  will  necessitate  an  increase 
in  staff  which  would  render  their  present  quarters  inadequate. 

There  are,  even  now,  barely  sufficient  bedrooms  for  the 
Nurses,  and  their  dining  room  has  also  to  be  used  as  reception 
room,  waiting  room  and  Committee  room,  etc.  It  will  be  seen, 
therefore,  that  further  and  better  accommodation  is  urgently 
needed  and  the  Committee  are  now  considering  ways  and 
means  to  this  end.  This  work  will  entail  heavy  expenditure, 
but  if  the  Hospital  is  to  carry  on  its  work  in  an  efficient  manner 
it  is  essential  that  money  be  found  for  this  purpose.
